WIRELESS TALK
FROM NEW YORKTO
TOKID 15 HOPE

(By United Press Leased Wire.)

New York, Oct. 22, —When Eu-
rope's warring nations cease thelr
struggle, It may not be the cable, nor
vet the wireless telegraph that will
flash the great tidings to America.
Instead, it may be the human voice,
spenking by wireless telephone over
the miles of Atlafitlec ocean from
Paris on the Eiffel tower to ‘Arling-
ton wireless station, Washington.

That became a possibility today
with news that the Arlington effort
to communicate with the Biffel tower
in Parls had succeeded. In addition

was pleked up In far-away Honolulu,
Thus {far the conversation by wireless
{s all In one direction; there is not
yeit any instrument for replying. But
Englneer Carty of the A. T. & T,
company, “dreamer of dreams that
gome true,"” Is hopeful of completing
this portion of his experiment soon.

Ing over the long distance phone
from Chicago last night to reporters
here, announcipg success of the
Washington-Paris-Honolulu  experi-
ment, that maybe the good news of
peace may come by the wireless
phone.

The air
apemed surcharged with electrie
waves from the French capital, which
“got In the way" of the voice.

This was no regular conversation,
but rather a serles of test words
which wonld establish -the fact of
communication,
